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THIRD HEARING GIVEN 
TO WARRANT OFFICERS 





Navy Commissioned Chief and 


Warrant Officers Appear 
Before Committee 


CURRY BILL CONSIDERED 





OR the third time the commissioned 

chief and warrant officers were given 
a hearing on April 22 by a Congressional 
committee. The first hearing was on the 
Curry bill (H.R. 7072); the second on 
the McLaughlin bill (H.R. 87), and the 
third one was given before the House Com- 
mittee on Military Affairs on the Curry 
bill. At the third hearing Lt. Col. James 
H. Bryson, G.S., U.S.A.; Comdr. C. M. 
Austin, Chief Btsn. T. F. Langseth and 
Chief Pay Clerk Wayne Prather, U.S.N., 
appeared. 

Col. Bryson was summoned by the com- 
mittee te testify as to whether the Curry 
bill would amount to a discrimination 
against the Army. The colonel stated that 
while they had warrant officers, U.S. 
Army, and warrant officers, U.S. Army 
Mine Planter Service, he was not able to 
state whtther their duties and responsi- 
bilities were similar to those of the Navy 
warrant officers. He stated that none of 
this class of officers in the Army was com- 
missioned as they were in the Navy. The 
base pay of warrant officers was practi- 
cally the same in the Army and in the 
Navy. 

In response to questions from members 
of the committee as to the opportunities 
for promotion from enlisted men to com- 
missioned officers, Col. Bryson stated that 
the Army Register now showed that there 
were about 1,000 wlio had been commis- 
sioned direct from the ranks of the Army. 
This, he went on to say, does not include 
all of the commissioned officers who have 
had enlisted service. A great many of them 
had had enlisted service, but had gone 
out of the Army before they had passed 
the examination for commission, and came 
in from civil life. He said that of the 12,- 
000 authorized strength of commissioned 
— only 2,711 are graduates of West

OBSCURING THE ISSUE 


_Col. Bryson was followed by Chief Pay 
Clerk Prather, who reviewed the testimony 
of Comdr. Austin at the previous hearing 
before the House Committee on Military 
Affairs on the Curry bill. It was the con- 
tention of Chief Pay Clerk Prather that 
Comdr. Austin had obscured the issue by 
making a comparison between the pay of 
commissioned chief and warrant officers 
under the act of June, 1922, and the act 
of August, 1916. In Comdr. Austin’s tes- 
mony, Chief Pay Clerk Prather called 
attention to the fact that the 1916 scale 
shown in the table as submitted by Comdr. 
Austin did not include the allowances to 
Which the commissioned chief and warrant 
officers were entitled prior to the passage 
of the act of June 10. 1922, and did in- 
dude these figures in the 1922 scale. 
He also took issue with Comdr. Aus- 
tin’s statement to the effect that an en- 
listed man could take the examination for 
Warrant rank at any time. He quoted the 
ureau of Navigation’s Manual, showing 
the requirements of service before becom- 
ing eligible.

SENATE PASSES THE ARMY OMNIBUS 


BILL WITH COMMITTEE AMENDMENTS 





HE bill (S. 1974) providing for sundry 

matters affecting the Military Estab- 
lishment was passed by the Senate on 
April 21, all the amendments recommend- 
ed by the Senate Military Committee be- 
ing adopted. 

The section that would have given the 
Secretary of War authority to grant ease- 
ments of rights over military reservations 
was stricken from the bill, as was also 
the section that proposed to make the,pro- 
visions of the National Defense act relat- 
ing to the Officers’ Reserve Corps, R.O.T. 
C. and C.M.T.C. applicable to the Philip- 
pine Islands and the Philippine people. 

Various minor changes and corrections 
were made in the bill and two sections 
(19 and 20) added. 

In brief, the bill provides for— 

(1) Amendment of Article of War 50% 
in order to permit in comparatively unim- 
portant court-martial cases the Secretary 
of War, or Acting Secretary of War in 
the absence of the Secretary, to vacate, in 
whole or in part, the proceedings which 
the Judge Advocate General’s Department 
has found to be incomplete and improper. 

(2) Authorizing travel pay and commu- 
tation of quarters, etc. to Philippine 
Scouts. 

(3) Permitting the Secretary of War in 
his discretion to class as secret certain ap- 
paratus pertaining to the Signal Corps 
and the Air Service and to purchase with- 
out public advertising, provided impracti- 
cable to procure in Government establish- 
ments. 

(4) Establishes a Department of Eco- 
nomics at the U.S. Military Academy. 

(5) Extending leave rights without loss 
of pay to Government employees members 
of Enlisted Reserve Corps ordered to camp. 

(6) The Secretary of War is author- 
ized to appoint and immediately thereafter 
retire as warrant officers of the Regular 
Army, wherever eligible therefor as here- 
inafter provided, all persons now and at 
time of appointment serving as field clerks. 


Q.M.C., and such persons now and at time 
of appointment serving as Army field 
clerks as were constituted Army field 
clerks by the act of Aug. 29, 1916. The 
requisite for appointment and retirement 
of aforesaid persons as warrant officers 
hereunder shall be age, length of service, 
or disability, as now or hereafter provided 
by law for retirement of warrant officers 
of Regular Army; provided, that in deter- 
mining length of service for retirement 
and for longevity pay purposes hereunder 
the said field clerks, Q.M.C., and Army 
field clerks shall be credited with and en- 
titled to count all military and civil ger- 
vice in or with the Army of the United 
States and in the various offices, bureaus, 
and branches of the War Department. 

(7) Authorizes the loan by the War De- 
partment of arms and ammunition to other 
departments for the protection of public 
money and property. 

(8) Authorizes the settlement of claims 
in admiralty arising from operations of 
the Army Transport Service abroad. 

(9) Facilitates the making of money 
transfers by the Washington-Alaska mili- 
tary cable and telegraph system by permit- 
ting the retention of tolls to form a work- 
ing fund. 

(10) Permits the War Department to 
sell to the Cuban Government army sup- 
plies and equipment as well as ordnance 
material now authorized. 

(11) Permits detail of officers of the U. 
S. Army, Navy and Marine Corps to as- 
sist the governments of the Republics of 
North America, Central America, South 
America, Cuba. Haiti and Santo Domingo 
in military and naval matters. 

(12) Allows the Secretary of War to 
sell to citizens or corporations use of gov- 
ernment-owned electric, water, gas, oil and 
sewer facilities. 

(13) National Guard disbursing officers 
may intrust funds to an agent, who shall 
be held pecuniarily responsible in like case 
with the officer for whom he acts. 

(14) Hereafter no person in active ser-

Report Says Program Is Not 
Contrary to the Arms 
Agreement

MAY CHANGE COAL TO OIL 





At considerable length, Chairman But- 

ler of the House Committee on Naval 
Affairs, in a favorable report on the bill 
(H.R. 8687) made to the House on April 
19, goes into the necessity of the program 
for the alteration of six of the older bat- 
tleships and the urgency for the econstruc- 
tion of additional light cruisers and river 
gunboats. The committee expresses the 
belief that this work is not contrary to 
the limitation placed on the American 
Navy by the Washington Treaty. It is 
brought out that the oil burning equipment 
of the scrapped ships can be used in the 
conversion of the coal burning battleships 
to oil burners. Reference is made to the 
raids of the German cruisers duriag the 
World War to show the value of the new 
light cruisers. The Secretary of State is 
quoted frequently in urging the impor . 
tance of the river gunboats. 

In the course of his report on the bill 
Crairman Butler said: 

“The bill provides for alterations to the 
battleships New York, Texas, Arkansas 
Wyoming, Florida and Utah, at a rotal 
cost net to exceed $8,360,000. These al- 
terations consist of, first, the installation 
of additional protection against submarine 
attack; second, the installation of anti- 
air attack deck protection; third, the con- 
version from coal to oil burning. The 
foregoing alterations are proposed for all 
six vessels, and it is proposed, in addition, 
to install new fire control on the New 
York and Texas. 


OUT OF DATE 


“These six vessels were designed and 
built before the great development in sub- 
marine and aircraft attack and before the 
development of adequate types of protec- 
tion against these forms of attack. In | 
their present condition these vessels would 
be so vulnerable that their employment in 
time of war would involve very grave risks. 
Not only would dependence on them form 
a weak link in the entire plan of campaign, 
but also their use would entail unjustifi- 
able risk to the 9.000 trained men by 
whom they are manned. Improvement in 
the protection against submarine and air 
attack was contemplated at the time the 
treaty limiting naval armament was 
drafted, and specific authority for under- 
taking work of this character is contained 
in the treaty. 

“The treaty limiting naval armament 
provides that in 1934 three of the vessels 
may be replaced by new capital ships, and 
that in 1985 the other three vessels may be 
similarly replaced. No provision for these 
alterations is contained in the budget for 
1925, and your committee has been in- 
formed that it is not the intention to sub- 
mit a supplementary request for funds for 
this purpose. It appeared from the hear- 
ings that the work on all six vessels will 
require a minimum of two years, in view 
of the extent of the work involved, and of 
the undesirability of withdrawing such a 
large number of capital ships from active 
service at one time for work that will in- 
capacitate them for a prolonged period. 
Assuming that funds for the work will be 
provided in the fiseal years 1926 and 1927,

WOULD READJUST PAY 
OF RETIRED OFFICERS 


Discrimination Pointed Out 
by Representative Hull 


in Hearing 


BILL WOULD AFFECT 1,400 


FAVORABLE report on the bill to 
equalize pay of retired officers (TI.R. 
5097) was noted in this paper April 19. 

In the course of the report, which was 
made by Representative Hull, it is set 
forth: 

“1. There are approximately 800 retired 
officers of the Army, 400 of the Navy, 150 
of the Marine Corps, and 50 of the Coast 
Guard who are injured by this limitation. 
These officers, for the most part, are offi- 
cers of long service, who have retired on 
account of disability in line of duty or 
after having reached the age limit. In 
the Army alone the list includes 34 vet- 
erans of the Civil War, 254 who served as 
volunteers in the Spanish-American War, 
while most of the remainder served in the 
war with Spain, the Philippine Insurrec- 
tion, and the World War. Seventy-two 
held commissions as general officers in the 
World War, 18 hold the Congressional 
Medal of Honor, 15 the Distinguished Ser- 
vice Cross, and 51 the Distinguished Ser- 
vice Medal. 

“2. The discrimination against these 
officers in many instances amounts to as 
much as 20 per cent. of their retired pay. 
For example, a colonel of 30 years’ ser- 
vice, retired prior to July 1, 1922, draws 
$62.60 per month less pay than a colonel 
of the same length of service retired after 
July 1, 1922, $46.87 less monthly pay 
than a lieutenant colonel, and even $15.62 
less than a major of the same length of 


service retired after July 1, 1922. No 
further argument is needed to show the 


injustice of this situation. 

“1. It is estimated that the retired offi- 
eers of all the Services, retired before 
July 1, 1922. were penalized in an amount 
of about $750,000. Accordingly, about 
this amount would be needed to be ap- 
propriated if the objectionable proviso 
above quoted were repealed. While it is 
not believed that this necessary increase 
in appropriation should be a controlling 
factor in the correction of an injustice, it 
is proper to state the amount as nearly as 
ean be determined, but to emphasize the 
fact. at the same time, that the amount 
ean never increase. and will fall off very 
rapidly, as most of the veterans are well 
along in years and the death rate among 
them is correspondingly high. 

“The retired officers affected by this 
legislation can not believe that Congress, 
as a whole. understood the effect of the 
drastie proviso that cuts them off from the 
benefits upon officers who may retire here- 
after, whose services surely can not prove 
of more benefit to the nation than have 
the services of the officers penalized, who 
have borne the flag of the Republie vie- 
toriously through four great wars. These 
retired officers would eall attention to the 
tremendous increase in the cost of neces- 
sities of life since their retired pay was 
fixed in 1908—an increase in many items 
acounting to fully 100 per cent. Bur- 
dened as many of them are by the in- 
firmities of advancing age, they earnestly 
request that Congress may see fit to re- 
veal the discriminating proviso of which 
they complain.”

NOTES FROM THE BATTLE FLEET 





HE U.S. Fleet, consisting of the U.S.S. 

Seattle, flagship of the commander-in- 
chief; the Battle Fleet, Light Cruiser Di- 
vision and Destroyer Squadrons of the 
Scouting Fleet, left Viequez Sound March 
81 for exercises en route to the Canal 
Zone. Tactical exercises were held morn- 
ing and afterroon and a destroyer at- 
tack the first night. Upon the completion 
of the exercises on April 4, the Scouting 
Fleet units left the fleet, returning to 
Guantanamo. The Seattle proceeded in- 
dependently to a dock at Colon and the 
Battle Fleet continued on to Colon and 
on through the Panama Canal to Balboa 
as rapidly as the ships could be handled. 

The Submarine Divisions, tenders and 
auxiliaries of the Battle Fleet sailed direct 
for the Canal Zone, arriving at Colon 
April 4 and preceding the battleships and 
destroyers through the canal. The auxil- 
iary vessels of the Scouting Fleet, after 
making final arrangements for the fleet 
base on Culebra Island, left for Guantana- 
mo. The Submarine Divisions, Atlantic. 
under the commander of the Control 
Force, will rendezvous at Colon and base 
there for several weeks. 


HE U.S.S. New York and the U.S.S. 

Texas were ordered by the Navy De- 
partment transferred from the Battle 
Fleet to the Scouting Fleet on April 1, 
1924. These orders modified the previous 
orders which directed that the change take 
place after the completion of the fleet ex- 
ercises. The Texas and New York are 
now at the navy yard, Norfolk, undergo- 
ing repairs prior to sailing for Eutope 
with the midshipmen in June. 








HE U.S.S. Orion on April 3 went to

This refers particularly to 
radiomen on duty in the Canal Zone, most 
of whom are to be relieved. 





HE ships’ boats of the Battle Fleet are 

to have their bottoms painted black up 
to the structural fender. Authority for 
this change was given by the Bureau of 
Construction and Repair, the change to 
be only temporary for experimental pur. 
poses unless a permanent change is found 
desirable. This action was taken due to 
the numerous statements made by ships’ 
officers on the impossibility of keeping 
the water lines of the boats clean in ports 
where there was a great deal of fuel oil 
on the water. As this condition exists jn 
most of the Pacific coast ports, the change 
was urgently recommended by the com- 
mander-in-chief, Battle Fleet.

this is the only effective method of secur- 
ing its rights through the courts. It is 
unfair to expect one or a group of officers 
to go into the courts and bear the burden 
of all the officers that would be benefited 
by winning a case. As not only officers 
but some non-commissioned officers would 
be benefited by winning the Clifford Jones 
case, it is only just that all should con- 
tribute. 

This is the plan that the ArMy AND 
Navy JourNAL had in view in the estab- 
lishment of its Legal Department. From 
tine to time the ARMY AND Navy Jour- 
NAL has secured opinions from Ansell and 
Bailey without cost to the Services. In 
a great many cases officers of the Army 
and Navy have been advised against bring- 
ing a suit when it appeared, upon exami- 
nation of the facets in the law, that there 
Was no prospect of their winning in the 
courts. When it appeared that a claim 
of an officer would be sustained in the 
courts he is s0 advised and the ARMY AND 
Navy JOURNAL has been, and always will 
be, ready to assist in the organization of 
any group or class of officers with a view 
to bringing a test case in the Court of 
Claims, 

This is the only method by which offi- 
cers and enlisted men can obtain their 
rights through the courts. (Neither the 
Judge Advocate General of the Army nor 
the J.A.G. of the Navy has ever brought 
such a case. Both are attorneys for the 
Government and the Government cannot 
sue itself. Neither the War Department 
nor the Navy Department can object le- 
gally to an officer or a group of officers 
bringing a suit in the Court of Claims. 
An officer or enlisted man has the same 
rights in the Court of Claims as has any 
other citizen. ‘When a man enters the 
military or naval service he does not sur- 
render his right as a citizen to go into the 
courts to obtain justice. He can bring 
a suit in the Court of Claims, as well as 
In any other court. It is not believed 
that any Secretary of War or Secretary 
of the Navy will ever seek to deprive a 
member of the military or naval service of 
these rights. 

_ There is, however, a paper published 
in Washington which claims to be a ser- 


vice paper which apparently has been at- 
tempting to discourage efforts of officers 
to obtain their rights. Its comment on 


the Noce case could hardly have encour- 
8 any officer interested to continue his 
PTerts 

On two occasions it has insisted that 
the case of the commissioned chief and 
warrant officers of the Navy if brought in 
court would prevent the passage of the 
Curry bill or any other legislative relief 
for this class of naval officers. 

As a matter of fact, Congress is much 
more inclined to give consideration to leg- 
islation where it appears that the Comp- 
troller General has rendered a decision 
Which might not stand the test of the 
Court of Claims. There is good reason 
to believe that the commissioned chief and 
Warrant officers can obtain relief through 
the Court of Claims if the Curry bill 
should fail of passage. 

, The status of warrant officers, their du- 
ties in the Navy and their rate of pay 
Previous to the passage of the Joint Ser- 
rice Pay act of 1922 are misrepresented. 
This has been done in such a manner as 
le make it appear that the pay of this 

‘ass of officers has been increased more 
than has that of any other group in the 
Army or Navy.

to the House Committee on Naval Affairs 
over the signature of Secretary of the 
Navy Wilbur. 

In this letter comparisons are made be- 
tween the pay of commissioned chief and 
warrant officers (1) under the act of Aug. 
29, 1916, (2) while the officers were draw- 
ing pay under the act of 1918, (3) when 
the act of 1920 was passed, and (4) later 
when the act of 1922 was passed. The 
act of 1918 gave these officers commuta- 
tion of quarters, etc., while they were at 
sea. Under the act of 1916 they drew 
these allowances only when they were 
ashore. In it their pay while at sea, un- 
der the 1916 act, has been used to demon- 
strate that they received an increase in- 
stead of a decrease. The only method by 
which a clear understanding of their case 
can be had is to use their base pay in 
making comparisons. The allowances 
vary so much because of the different 
officers and their dependents 
that the whole matter has been confusing 
to the Military Committee.. Also the im- 
pression by some that all officers received 
the highest allowances, which of course is 
far from true, frightened the economists on 
the committee. 





RETIREMENT LAWS 


UST before it reported out a bill (H.R. 

5084) for the amendment of the Na- 
tional Defense act, providing that all offi- 
cers who are retired for physical disabil- 
ity incident to the service should receive 
three-quarters of their actve pay, the 
House Committee on Military Affairs, as 
noted on page 827 of this paper, April 19, 
attached an amendment which would radi- 
cally change the Army retirement system. 
The amendment provides: 

“That no officer shall be retired for any 
cause unless the Secretary of War shall 
certify in writing that such officer is un- 
able to render effective service in any 
branch or division in the military estab- 
lishment.” 

This amendment to a very worthy bill 
is in response to complaints that have fre- 
quently been made to Congress from offi- 
cers who had no desire to retire, although 
they had reached the retiring age of 64. 
It must be admitted that there are in- 
stances where such officers have no desire 
to retire and could render excellent ser- 
vice on the active list even after they have 
passed this age. Frequently, the President 
and the Secretary of War have been -de- 
sirous of retaining them on the active list. 

At the same time, the language of the 
amendment is too drastic. It is too much 
to ask the Secretary of War to certify 
that an officer “is unable to render effec- 
tive service in any branch or division of 
the military establishment” before he is 
retired. There are officers who have been 
called upon to render such exacting service 
or for other reasons who are “unable to 
render effective service.” but at the same 
time the Secretary of War would hesitate 
a long time before he would in effect de- 
clare that they are utterly useless. 





GENTLEMAN’S AGREEMENT 


HE Korean Commission, in a state- 

ment by Dr. Syngman Rhee, President 
of the Republic of Korea, declares that 
the “gentleman’s agreement” is unfair to 
the other: Oriental races of Asia. The 
Koreans contend that if any Oriental race 
is to be excluded from America under the 
immigration law, the Japanese should re- 
ceive the same treatment. The annulment 
of the gentleman’s agreement, according 
to Dr. Rhee, will be welcomed by other 
Orientals, because it places them all on the 
game plane of equality. 

If our pacifists and semi-pacifists are 
sincere they should support this plea. If 
they do not, the question naturally arises 
whether their interest in placating Japan’s 
wounded feelings arises from a fundamen- 
tal sense of justice or fear of Japan’s mili- 
tary power. It will be hard to escape. the 
conclusion that the Korean and Chinese 
pleas are ignored because they are not 
dangerous. 

The Federal Council of Churches, which 
apparently claims the authority to speak 
for all the churches in the country, has 
recently declared: 

“The churches believe that Congress is 
meeting the situation in the wrong way, 


and that the same result may be obtained 
in a friendly way that would not hurt the 
self-respect of Japan.” 

How about the self-respect of the Chi- 
nese, and the Koreans? Why is not this 
group demanding that the Chinese and 
the Koreans be handled “in a friendly way 
which would not hurt their self-respect”? 





CITIIZENS IN THE CAMPS 


‘THE indications are that this will be a 

banner year for the Citizens’ Military 
Training Camps. The recruiting cam- 
paign in all the corps areas since ‘the first 
of the month is producing splendid re- 
sults. It is confidently believed that by 
June 10 all of the corps areas will be up 
to their quota in accepted candidates for 
the camps. The 7th Corps Area is a lit- 
tle backward, but recent reports indicate 
that the 7th will shortly get in step with 
the other corps areas. 

The effect of the President’s strong let- 
ter to the Military Training Camps Asso- 
ciation has already been noted in the re- 
cruiting of students for the training 
camps. His letter is all the more effee- 
tive because both of the President’s sons 
will attend the camps this year. 

Other agencies are active this year, 
aside from the Military Training Camps 
Association, which has from the begin- 
ning always led in co-operation with the 
corps area commanders in recruiting for 
the Citizens’ Military Training Camps. 
The Military Training Camps Associa- 
tion was never better organized than at 
present and is doing wonderful work. 

From most of the states enthusiastic in- 
dorsements have been received. Among 
the states which have indorsed the plans 
for an essay contest are New York, Penn- 
sylvania, West Virginia, Ohio, Kansas, 
North Dakota, Wisconsin, Michigan, New 
Mexico and South Dakota. The Commis- 
sioner of Education of Minnesota is in- 
clined to sidestep the issue, but permits 
Miss Hitchcock to communicate with the 
superintendents of the local schools. The 
same attitude is assumed by the heads of 
the public school systems of New Hamp- 
shire and Tennessee. ‘Maryland, Dela- 
ware and Virginia evade the issue by de- 
elaring that there are too many essay con- 
tests in the schools already. 

Director B. C. Riley of the General 
Extension Division of the University of 
Florida has conducted the most vigorous 
campaign for the Citizens’ Training 
Camps. He has forwarded the following 
communication to Senator Fletcher of 
Florida, which has been signed not only 
by the state superintendent, but by the 
principals of all of the colleges and high 
schools of Florida. The communication 
reads: 

“We, the undersigned high school prin- 
cipals and school superintendents in Flor- 
ida. believing that the Citizens’ Military 
Training Camps augment greatly the pro- 
gram of the public schools of the state in 
training our young men in the principles 
of American government and good citizen- 
ship and give discipline which reflects it- 
self in better living and means much to 
the future of Florida, urge you to use your 
good offices in encouraging the mainte- 
ance and development of these camps, in 
order that all young men who desire may 
attend.” 


PUSHING LEGISLATION 


T has now become apparent that if any 
military or naval legislation is to be 
passed by the House it will be under 


special rules which will give time to the 
Military and Naval Affairs committees. 


Acting Chairman McKenzie of the Mili- 
tary Affairs. Committee and Chairman 
Butler of the House Committee on Naval 
Affairs have indicated this to the Repub- 
lican leaders. And both may shortly go 
before the House Committee on Rules and 
outline the program they think the most 
urgent for this session, 

Both the Army and the Navy appropri- 
ations have been held up in the Senate b 
the long debate on the Immigration bi 
and on the Soldiers’ Adjusted Compensa- 
tion bill. Chairman Wadsworth and 
Chairman Hale had expected to put 
through the Army and Navy budget by 
the first of this week, but were disap- 
pointed. 

The Senate Committee on Military Af- 
fairs has virtually a clear’slate. Practi- 
cally ali of the general legislation sub- 
mitted by the War Department has been 
reported out of the Senate committee and 
passed by the Senate. 

The Senate Committee on Naval Af- 
fairs has completed the hearings on three 
important bills which’ have been submitted 
by the Navy Department. They are the 
bill (S. 1806) for the equalization of 
promotion between the line and the staff, 
the bill (S. 1807) for the reorganization 
of the Naval Reserve, and the bill (S. 
1808) which includes all of the provisions 
of the omnibus bills submitted by the 
Navy Department. 

The Senate committee does not plan to 
take up the Naval Omnibus bill until the 
House has acted. The House Committee 
on Naval Affairs has reported out the 
same omnibus bill that was passed last 
session by the House, but failed in the 
Senate. When this bill comes over from 
the House the Senate committee will 
amend it and after the ‘Senate has passed 
it throw the omnibus bill into conference, 
where its provisions will be worked out 
along lines of the recommendations of the 
Department. 

The Equalization and Naval Reserve 
bills are about on even terms in the Naval 
Affairs Committee... They: may be report- 
ed out at about the same time. The com- 
mittee has not yet decided which will be 
taken up first. 





NAVY DESERTIONS 


GECRETARY OF THE NAVY WIL- 

BUR is very much concerned over the 
number of courts-martial on account of 
desertion from the Navy. ‘He has stated 
that as soon as he got acquainted with the 
machinery of the Department and with the 
legislative program nearing completion 
he would take up the question of dealing 
with desertions. From his observations 
and examination of cases he is rather in- 
clined to the belief that the Department 
has been very lenient. 

In this connection the Secretary will 
visit the naval prisons at Portsmouth and 
Parris Island. He declares that he has 
no reforms in mind, but he wishes to look 
into the Navy system of prisons, as he 
has always been interested in the treat- 
ment of prisoners. 


It is believed that the Secretary’s legal 
training and exerience on the bench may 
go a long way in solving the judicial prob- 
lems which have been studied by several 
naval boards and have been the subject of 
discussion throughout the Service. There 
is a general agreement throughout the Ser- 
vice that the percentages of desertions 
from the Navy are too large, but no one 


has suggested a comprehensive solution of - 


the problem.

NAVY RACES M.LT. TO-DAY 


A RACE between the varsity crew of 
the Naval Academy and University of 
Washington, the leading crews of the 
country for the last two years, is a strong 
probability, and is likely to be rowed at 
Annapolis during “June week,” The most 
probable date is June 3 or 4. It is pos- 
sible that the race will be rowed at Phila- 
delphia, the Navy crew staying over after 
the Henleys. 

Washington has offered to row the Na- 
val Academy, either at Annapolis or some 
other Eastern point, prior to the Olympic 
tryouts, which will take place at Phila- 
delphia June 13-14. The Naval Academy 
has replied, expressing its willingness to 
row and suggesting that the distance be 
2,000 meters, the Olympic distance. 

The offer of the Washington officials is 
to visit Annapolis without the require- 
ment of a guarantee and to row any dis- 
tance the Naval Academy suggests. ‘The 
fine sportsmanship of Washington’s offer 
is much appreciated at Annapolis, and the 
Westerners will be met half-way 

Washington has a standing invitation 
to use the facilities at the Naval Academy 
while preparing for the Poughkeepsie re- 
gatta, and it is likely that they will come 
directly to Annapolis, arriving late in 
May or during the first few days of June. 
They will be too late, however, to enter 
the Henleys, on May 31, in which the 
Academy crews are entered. As the Navy 
will take part in the Olympic tryouts at 
Philadelphia, June 13-14, the race with 
Washington will have to be several days 
before that event. 

The athletic meetings of the two insti- 
tutions will make such a race of extreme 
interest. The Navy won at Poughkeepsie 
in 1922, with Washington second, and last 
year, Washington led, with the Navy next. 
On last New Year's Day, the football 
teams of the two institutions played a 
drawn game at Pasadena, Calif.

NAVY’S EQUALIZATION 
MEASURE IS OPPOSED 


Bill Supported by Vinson Is 
in House Committee 
Hearing 





“DEFECTS” ARE OUTLINED 





ALTHOUGH the opposition to the bill 

(H.R. 4444-S. 1806) for the equaliza- 
tion of promotion between the line and the 
staff of the Navy made very little impres- 
sion on the Senate Naval Committee, the 
opposition did not give up the fight, but 
appeared before the House committee with 
reinforcements when their hearings were 
reopened on April 23. From the rapid- 
fire questions at the witnesses it appeared 
that the opposition have found champions 
in Chairman Butler and Representative 
Britten of Illinois. 

The bill was not without support in the 
House committee. Representative Vinson, 
the ranking Democrat on the committee, 
who from his questions and comments has 
been giving the measure a close study, 
was ever ready to meet the attack of the 
opposition in the committee. 

When the House committee met on April 
23 each member found lying on his desk 
a communication headed “Certain defects 
in a bill to provide for the equalization 
of promotion of officers of the staff corps 
of the Navy with the line.” The author 
of this communication is said to be Lt. 
Comdr. Samuel J. Zeigler, jr., of the Con- 
struction Corps, stationed at the aircraft 
factory at Philadelphia. Its first para- 
graph is an appeal to economy. It sets 


forth that— 

“H.R. 4444 will mean an eventual in- 
crease of over $4,000,000 annually in the 
cost of retired staff officers alone.” 

Evidently, the supporters of the bill had 
been advised of the existence of the circu- 
lar, for the committee was also furnished 
with an answer to this statement and 
every other statement of the eight printed 
pages of the severe arraignment of the 
Equalization bill from Comdr. Zeigler. In 
the answer to the attack on the bill it is 
set forth that the toal cost of retired staff 
officers under the bill would not exceed 
$1,589,980. The principal objection of 
Comdr. Zeigler’s circular is to the retire- 
ment for age in grade. 

Assistant Secretary of the Navy Roose- 
velt opened the hearings, in which he went 
over again the efforts that have been made 
in the Navy Department for over two 
years to get together on a bill that would 
adjust the differences between the promo- 
tions in the line and the staff. He ex- 
pressed the belief that the bill as pending 
would contribute much to the contentment 
and efficiency of the Navy. 

The Assistant Secretary was not able 
to continue with a connected argument, as 
he was so frequently interrupted by Chair- 
man Butler and Representative Britten. 
When they carried their questions too far 
Mr. Vinson would come to the rescue, but 
this aid did not permit the Assistant Sec- 
retary to proceed with the argument for 
the bill. 

Col. Roosevelt was followed by Rear 
Adm. William L. Rodgers, U.S.N., re- 
tired, Who spoke in opposition to the bill. 
He declared that an investigation should 
be made as to the needs of staff officers 
for various assignments, and legislation 
should be enacted to provide officers with 
their proper rank for such places. Adm. 
Rodgers had about as busy a time in an- 
swering questions from Mr. Vinson as 
Col. Roosevelt did from Chairman Butler 
and Mr. Britten. 

At this point Comdr. J. S. McCain was 
plucked from the crowd of interested ob- 
servers in the committee by Chairman 
Butler and called to the stand. Comdr. 
McCain begged to be excused, stating that 
the Secretary had indicated that Adm. 
Latimer, J.A.G. of the Navy, was the De- 
partment’s next witness. 

But Chairman Butler insisted that 
Comdr. McCain had been assisting in the 
writing of the bill and that he should an- 
swer the charges that were made in the 
Zeigler circular.

“hall be absent from his regular duties for

of the direct effects of a venereal disease 
due to his own misconduct, shall, except ag 
hereinafter provided, be entitled to any 
pay, as distinguished from allowances, for 
the period of such absence, provided that 
such absence is within a period of one year 
following the appearance of the initial 
symptoms of such venereal disease and re- 
gardless of whether the appearance of the 
juitial symptoms occurs prior or subse- 
quent to the date of entry into the Ser- 
vice; provided further, that for all pur- 
poses within the scope of this act the pe- 
riod of absence and the cause thereof shall 
be determined under such procedure and

All graduates and former cadets of the U. 
S. Military Academy are being warmly urged 
to return to West Point for commencement 
this year, in a series of bulletins issued by 
Maj. Gen. Fred W. Sladen, U.S.A., the Su- 
perintendent.

TO WARRANT OFFICERS

U.S.S. Wadsworth, which was the first 
destroyer to reach foreign waters. It was 
referred to during the war as the return of 
the Mayflower, and he had a picture of 
the arrival of the Wadsworth in English 
waters, which was examined with interest 
by the members of the committee. Chief 
Btsn. Langseth’s service overseas had been 
as commanding one of the mine sweepers 
in the North Seaand the training of crews 
of destroyers. He explained to the com- 
mittee that all of the mine sweepers ex- 
cepting one were in command of chief 
warrant officers, although some of them 
held temporary commissions as lieuten- 
ants. His present duties are those of as- 
sistant to the captain of the Washington 
Navy Yard. 

Qomdr. Ausin appeared in rebuttal of 
the testimony that was given by Chief 
Pharmacist Smith at the former hearing 
and by Chief Pay Clerk Prather at this 
bearing. He stressed what he said was a 
discriminatien in favor of the commis- 
sioned chief and warrant officers, in that 
the Curry bill gave them credit for en- 
listed service. He said this had beeen 
taken away from all officers appointed after 
July 1, 1922, and that it should not be 
granted to this branch of officers. 

Comdr. Austin, in reply to Chief Pay 
Clerk Prather’s statement as to the Man- 
ual of the Bureau of Navigation, said that 
this was not the law, and that the provi- 
sions of the regulations could be waived 
by the Navy Department or changed at 
any time. 

His defense for using the act of 1916 
seale was that this was the rate of pay to 
which these officers would have reverted 
but for the passage of the act of June 10, 
1922. He resented the sugestion that they 
had attempted to deceive the committee. 

Just at the close of the hearing Repre- 
sentative McSwain, who was an overseas 
captain during the war and had taken a 
deep interest in the bill, questioned Comdr. 
Austin rather sharply. He indicated that 
he did not think that the commander’s 
comparison was fair. 

Mr. McSwain said that “We are not 
dealing with what was the law in 1916. or 
legal technicalities. What we want to 
know is what effect this pay act has had 
on this worthy class of officers who by 
years of service have worked themselves up 
to their present rating.” 


“As a matter of fact,” said Mr. Me-. 


Swain, pointing to the tables of Comdr, 
Austin, “you have not included in here all 
the pay that these officers were drawing 
when this act was passed.” 

“T have given the pay under the act of 
1916,” replied Comdr. Austin. 

“Yes,” insisted Mr. McSwain, “but this 
does not indicate in doliars and cents what 
they were drawing:at the time the act 
was passed.”

FATE OF AVIATION TREMBLES IN 
BALANCE AS NEW INVESTIGATION 
IS PROPOSED 


HE aviation services of the Army and 

Navy of the United States are at the 
present time faced with prospects of rapid 
extinction, from a practical point of view, 
while the private aviation industry in 
this country is closing down at such a 
rate that it will only be a short period of 
time until it will be necessary to buy avi- 
ation material abroad, if we expect to have 
any. These facts, well known to those in 
this country interested in aviation, were 
brought out very clearly at a recent meet- 
ing of the National Aeronautical Associa- 
tion at the Army and Navy Club in New 
York. 

It was shown at this meeting that, un- 
der existing conditions, by 1927, we will 
have practically no planes really fit for 
flying purposes. With the present low 
ebb of the airplane industry in this coun- 
try, even should adequate appropriations 
be made by Congress at the present time, 
it would be a period of years before our 
Air Service could be put on even a mod- 
erately efficient and economical basis. 

In other words, as the situation stands 
to-day, even a minor emergency demanding 
a material immediate increase in the num- 
ber of planes available for use would 
necessitate their purchase from abroad. In 
the case of a great emergency we would 
be practically no better off than we were 
in 1917, when we had to begin to create 
an airplane industry. 

Mr. F. B. Patterson, president of the 
National Areonautical Association, who 
has just returned from a two months’ 
study of aviation conditions in Europe, at 
his own expense—and, incidentally, being 
president of the National Aeronautical 
Association is such a drain upon the time 


VY and private resources of the individual 
A who occupies the position that there are 


very few men in the country able to ac- 
cept the honor—brought out clearly the 
tremendous development which has al- 
ready taken place in Europe, and the con- 
stantly increasing efforts to augment it. 

There is no doubt in the minds of Euro- 
peans as to the practicability of aviation, 
not only in war but also to meet the needs 
of peace. Though their countries may be 
small, and contain no great stretches of 
territory to be gotten over only by days of 
travel in going from one point to another, 
they thoroughly understand the great ulti- 
mate value to commercial pursuits of all 
kinds offered not only by the tremendous 
speed of airships, but also by the ability 
offered by the air to move readily in any 
direction without being confronted by the 
obstacles which so hinder land transpor- 
tation. 

The European countries have laid down 
as their objective the development of avia- 
tion to the point where the demands upon 
it by the public will enable it to take 
eare of itself. They do not let minor dif- 
ferences of opinion as to the means to 
obtain this result lead to a _ condition 
where nothing is done, as is the case in 
this country. They do not allow the indiffer- 
ence of many of their own citizens or sub- 
jects to stand in the way, as is the case 
in this country. 

They do not forget that the country 
which cannot produce its own war avia- 
tion will, probably, be hopelessly out- 
classed, with possible defeat before it can 
get ready. They realize thoroughly that, 
as is the case with any other commodity 
which in the future will be not@nly gen- 
erally in demand, but absolutely neces- 
sary for peace purposes, the country 
which must rely upon some other to pro- 
duce this commodity inevitably will have 
to pay the tribute of immense sums yearly, 
and will occupy, even in peace, the sub- 
ordinate position in which any country 
paying tribute to another, through any 
means, inevitably is placed. 

Honest differences of opinion as to the 
organization, for war purposes, of military 
aviation, so as best to meet the strategical 
and tactical demands of the land and sea 
forces, exist in Europe as they do in this 
country. However, it is clearly under- 
stood that this question should be entirely 
separate and distinct from that of the 
development of aviation production. 

The development of aviation production 
for war purposes, important though it is, 
must not now overshadow the fact that the 
time is undoubtedly rapidly approaching 
when the war uses of airships will bear 
the same relation to their peace uses as 
the war uses of motor vehicles of all kinds 
bear to their peace uses. 


The first heavier than air machine which 
ever really flew was invented, constructed 
and flown by an American. Due to the 
extent of our territory and our propor- 
tionally greater use of transportation 
than is the case with Europeans or Asi- 
atics, and our geographical position in the 
world, there is no country in which its 
aviation can be more useful, and in which 
aviation is more necessary. Indifference 
will explain part but not all of our lag- 
ging so woefully behind. 

Congress is proposing another inyesti- 
gation of American aviation. It is to be 
hoped that this time it will not content 
itself, as it has in the past, with merely 
finding that the charges brought cannot 
be sustained. It is sincerely hoped, and 
every pressure should be brought to bear 
to insure, that this time the matter is 
probed to its very bottom, and the names 
of the individuals, companies and coun- 
tries which will profit by the disappear- 
ance of aviation from this country, now 
rapidly under way, brought to the light. 


RETIRED OFFICERS MusT AcT— SERVICE PUBLICATIONS : 


AND ACT NOW 

HE retired officers 
nated against by the Service Pay act 

of June 10, 1922, have finally succeeded 
in getting a hearing before the House 
Committee on Naval Affairs, with the re- 
sult that a bill, H.R. 5097, correcting the 
existing inequalities was reported to the 


unjustly discrimi- 


House. 

This undoubtedly is a long step forward. 
However, each Congress sees in exactly 
this same position, a large number of bills, 
which die a natural death when that Con- 
gress expires, due to the fact that these 
bills never come up for a vote. 


If there was need for concerted and 
continued action on the part of the 1,400 
officers of the Army, Navy, Marine Corps 
and Coast Guard affected by this bill be- 
fore, there is double the need for it at the 
present time. 

For two years the ARMy AND NaAvy 
JOURNAL, as is evidenced by the numerous 
editorials which it has published and the 
constant reference in the Washington 
News Letter to this matter, has publicly 
urged action to correct this injustice. 
When appealed to directly through word 
of mouth, or in writing, the ARMy AND 
Navy JOURNAL has always urged upon the 
retired officers the necessity to act if they 
wish to produce results. Particularly, 
has it urged that every effort be made to 
obtain a hearing before the House Com- 
mittee on Military Affairs. . 

However, until recently those of the re- 
tired officers who favored watchful wait- 
ing instead of action have controlled the 
situation, this through fear of offending 
some of the Congressmen concerned with 
the situation, and the War Department. 

The ARMy AND Navy JouRNAL has al- 
ways maintained that, however unfair 
the attitude of mind of a few individuals 
in Congress, and however hostile to the 
Services some might be, Congress, as a 
whole, being composed of average Ameri- 
ean citizens, wants to be fair and is more 
than willing to listen to the presentation 
of any case brought before it. They do, 
however, and with justice expect the case 
to be brought to them. Where a case is 
just and is so brought, it makes no differ- 
ence if a few Congressmen who are hos- 
tile are offended. If the wishes of the 
hostile few are yielded to, it is certain 
that the injustice will never be corrected. 

While no one but the War Department 
has authority to speak for it, or to inter- 
pret its views, it is not difficult to imagine 
that the case might exist where the neces- 
sity to follow policies, perhaps even be- 
yond the Department’s control, would lead 
to unfavorable action being taken, or at 
least no action at all, in some case which 
at bottom the members of the Depart- 
ment really favored. The old saying that 
“Every tub must stand on its own bot- 
tom” applies to officers of the Services as 
well as to other individuals. Because 
they are officers they certainly have not 
lost their rights as citizens. 

It cannot be conceived that the mem- 
bers of Congress as a whole, or that the 
officials of the War Department could 
possibly object to the legitimate exercise 
of the rights of citizens guaranteed under 
the Constitution, particularly, when the 
matter is handled in the respectful way 
and with an entire absence of bitter per- 
sonalities, which is characterizing the 
present action of the retired officers.

OPPOSES BENNING STADIUM. 
To THE EpiTor: 
‘THE Service papers have recently con- 


tained much matter relative to the 
erection of a large stadium at the Infan- 
try School at Fort Benning, Ga. The 


proposition is not for the fol- 
lowing reasons: 

1. The officers attending the Infantry 
School are no longer of the age wher 
they can stand the strain of athletics. 
This is borne out by the defeats, at the 
hands of minor teams, administered to th 
Infantry School football team last sea- 
son. 

2. The enlisted men who are qualified 
to play on teams will not re-enlist fora 
station like Fort Benning, which is not 
desired by soldiers. Note re-enlistments 
at Fort Benning. 

3. Even though teams could be orgar 
ized to play first-class opponents, the on! 
military teams would be those of Atlanta 
and Savannah, and the colleges would bt 
Alabama Institute at Auburn and Georgia 
Tech at Atlanta. The receipts would not 
justify even paying the expenses of these 
teams, let alone those from greater dit 
tances. Columbus, a mill town, is the only 
source from which spectators could b 
drawn. 

4. The city of Columbus is erecting 4 
stadium. : 

5. Fort Benning is nearly inaccessible 
from cities in the South. It is connecté 
with Columbus by a disgraceful road, and 
the roads leading out of Columbus in other 
directions are only dirt roads and in pot 
shape. Railroad connection with the post 
is limited to one combination train a day. 

The idea of a stadium for the Infantty 
is splendid, but why build it at Fort Ber 
ning? This post was established as 
school and excellently serves as such, but 
to put a stadium there and make it the 
center of Infantry athletic activities 
as appropriate as building an “Ebbets 
Field” in some small town in northwest 
ern Nebraska and locating a major league 
baseball team there. “ 

If an Infantry stadium is to be built, 
why not have it at Washington, Balti- 
more or New York, where the Atmy- 
Navy game could be played and where 
teams could be matched from the Service: 
The Infantry Association did not build its 
new home at Fort Benning, but in Wash- 
ington. "

DISCRIMINATION SHOWN. 

N the legislation of July, 1922 [ap- 
I proved June 10, 1922], readjusting the 
pay of retired officers of the Army there 
was a serious defect, in that officers of 
longer service were penalized. ; ; 

In a bill pending making certain revi- 
sions in the July, 1922, enactment there 
is also a neglected point. , 

To make the matter clear, the follow- 
ing is quoted from the statement of a 
Georgia major made to members of Con- 


gress 


“T am a retired major who at date of 
retirement for physical disability (Dee. 
15. 1922) had eleven years nine months’ 
active service. My active pay prior to 


the passage of the bill of July, 1922, was 
$3.600, and it remained that amount sub- 
sequent to the passage of that bill on ac- 
eount of the saving clause which pre- 
scribed that nothing in the bill was to be 
construed to reduce the pay of any officer 
n the active list below the pay he 
was receiving on July 1, 1922. On retire- 
ment my basis of pay was changed to 
the pay scale of the July, 1922, bill (this 
in conformity to a decision of the Comp- 
troller General), which bases my 75 per 
cent. retired pay on an annual active pay 
of $2,760, a pay which I never drew in 
the active list. 

“Officers of my same length of service, 
months’ less service, 


then i 


or of one year nine 
who were retired six months earlier (be- 
fore July 1, 1922) have their pay based 


on the active pay they were receiving at 
date of retirement, ie., $3,600. Stated 
differently, I, with the other officers of 
my class, am penalized for longer service 
in conflict with the avowed principle of 
every pay bill ever pased by Congress.” 

It is certainly not the intention of Con- 
gress to discrimminate against the offi- 
cers older in service or against any class, 
however small. Proper adjustment can 
be made without discrimination. It is 
hoped, therefore. these discrepancies, evi- 
dently overlooked, may be remedied by the 
present Congress.

G. W. S. asks: Am I entitled to the $90 
bonus for re-enlisting on Feb. 1, 1921? I 
was discharged as warrant officer on Jan. 31, 
1921, and re-enlisted the following day. I 
did not receive the bonus on _ re-enlisting. 
What steps do I have to take to get this 
bonus? I was discharged on Dec. 30, 1920, 
to accept warrant officers’ warrant. 

Answer: According to the data contained 
in your letter, you are entitled to the bonus. 
Suggest that you submit your claim to the 
General Accounting Office, Claims Division, 
Washington, D.C.

RETIREMENTS 
I‘ forwarding to Rear Adm, J. 8. Car- 
penter, Supply Corps, U.S.N., the or- 
ders placing him on the retired list on May 


‘18, 1924, by reason of his having attained 


the age of 64 years, the Paymaster Gen- 
eral of the Navy addressed a very high en- 
dorsement to him regarding his efficient 
duties covering some forty-six years as a 
commissioned officer and pay clerk. His 
service at the time of his retirement as a 
commssoned officer will exceed that of any 
other officer who has ever served in the 
Supply Corps of the Navy. On the date 
of his retirement he will be the ranking 
officer of the Navy by precedence. 

“During your service in the Navy,” says 
the Paymaster General, in part, “you have 
performed almost every kind of duty possi- 
ble for an officer of the Supply Corps to 
engage in. Of these may be mentioned your 
service as assisfant to the Bureau of Sup- 
plies and Accounts, your service as officer- 
in-charge of the supply department of the 
U.S.S. Texas during the War with Spain 
and in particular during the destruction 
of the Spanish flect off Santiago: your 
service as fleet paymaster of the Pacifie 
Fleet; as officer-in-charge of the Supply 
Department, navy yard, Mare Island: as 
disbursing officer of the navy yard, Bos- 
ton, including your remarkable record 
there as officer-in-charge of Liberty Loan 
matter for the 1st Naval District; your 
service as aid for supply for the Ist Naval 
District: as aid for supply for the 3d 
Naval District: as officer-in-charge of the 
Supply Corps School of Application, and 
service on numerous important boards. 

“At all times you have not only been di- 
rectly in charge of the most responsible 
kinds of duty, but your advice and assist- 
ance have been sought in almost all phases 
of the financial, economic and business af- 
fairs of the Navy. ‘ 

“Some of the more important of the 
matters with which you have been con- 
cerned are the establishment of the gen- 
eral supply system of the Navy, the sim- 
plification of appropriation records, the 
establishment of the cost accounting sys- 
tem, the improvement of disbursing meth- 
ods, the establishment of the general sup- 
ply system on board cruising vessels, the 
classification of naval material, the prepar- 
ation of standard Navy specifications, the 
preparation of standard forms of con- 
tract, the establishment of a satisfactory 
purchase system, the development of the 
Navy’s method of making shipments by 
rail and by water. 

“The following is quoted from the nota- 
tion made vy the Paymaster General on 
your report on fitness for the period end- 
ing March 31, 1924: 

“ “This distinguished officer and accom- 
plished gentleman has long set a standard 
in the Navy so high as to have been an 
inspiration to all who have come in con- 
tact with him. His retirement on May 
18, 1924, by reason of his attaining the 
age of 64 years will mean a loss for the 
Supply Corps and for the Navy that sim- 
ply cannot be filled. His performance of 
duty during his entire service has been 
one of the greatest contributions to the 
Navy’s efficiency, and the memory of his 
ability and of his character will continue 
to assist all other officers in the proper 
performance of their duty.’ ”

OBITUARIES 


LVORD.—Died, at Portland, Ore., 

April 9, 1924, William C. Alvord, son 
of the late Brig. Gen. Benjamin Alvord, 
Paymaster General, U.S.A., and brother 
of Brig. Gen. Benjamin Alvord, Assistant 
The Adjutant General, U.S.A. 


ALL.—Brig. Gen. George W. Ball, O. 

R.C., who commanded the 175th In- 
fantry Brigade, 88th Division, died Jan. 
3, 1924, as a result of an accident which 
occurred on Dee. 22, 1923. Gen. Ball 
was driving in his closed car on a damp, 
foggy night, when his machine was struck 
by a street car and Gen. Ball sustained 
a broken hip. 

Gen. Ball began his military service by 
enlisting in Co. I, 50th Inf., Iowa N.G., 
on July 9, 1900. ‘Commissioned second 
lieutenant April 3, 1901, served consecu- 
tively in all grades, including lieutenant 
colonel, and continuously in the National 
Guard of Iowa until May 25, 1917, when 
he was called into Federal service in the 
World War. He had had prior Federal 
service in the Mexican border mobiliza- 
tion from June 20, 1916, to Jan. 15, 1917, 
as lieutenant colonel, Ist Iowa Infantry. 
During the World War, Gen. Ball served 
as lieutenant colonel and colonel, 133d 
Infantry, and colonel 116th Infantry. He 
served also as adjutant general. Interme- 
diate Section, SOS, and commanding 
officer of old Base 6 and Miramas Depot. 
He servved ih France and England, Oct. 
13, 1918, to Aug. 6, 1919. Prior to go- 
ing overseas he completed the grenade 
course at the Infantry ‘School of Arms, 
Fort Sill, and was assigned in turn to 
duty as senior instructor, Infantry 
School of Arms: assistant to ‘Assistant 
Chief of Staff. G-3, and commanding offi- 
cer Fourth Officers’ Training Camp, 34th 
Division, Camp Cody, N.M. He was dis- 
charged as colonel, U.S.A., Aug. 23, 1919. 
and immediately commissioned as a colonel 
in the Infantry Section, O.R.C., and pro- 
moted to brigadier general, O.R.C., Dec. 
23, 1921: assigned to command 175th In- 
fantry Brigade, S8th Division, Jan. 31, 
1922. A Regular officer writes: ‘Gen. 
Ball was well known to a host of Regu- 
lar Army officers, all of whom recognized 
in him the type of civilian soldier who 
by his devotion to the Service had be- 
come so familiar with his duties and the 
customs of the Service that he was al- 
ways counted a Regular. In Iowa, the 
people of the state had learned to expect 
his call to service whenever occasion de- 
manded.” By vocation an attorney, he 
was also president of the Iowa City Wa- 
ter Co. Fraternally he was prominent 
in a number of organizations, especially 
Masonic. He is survived by his wife, 
Maude Hester Ball, a son and a daugh- 
ter, all of whom reside at Iowa City, 
Iowa. 


F BERT.—First Lt. Solomon B. Ebert, 
Air Ser.. U.S.A., died at Leon, Okla., 
April 12, 1924. He was born in Minne- 
sota, March 27, 1894, and entered the Air 
Service of the Regular Army as a second 
lieutenant in 1920. He had previously 
served in the Aviation Section of the E. 
R.C. and the O.R.C. 


REDERICK. — First Lt. Wallis A. 

Frederick. Air Ser., U.S.A., died at 
Kelly Field, San Antonio, Texas, April 17, 
1924, as the result of an airplane accident. 
He was born in Texas, Sept. 20, 1895, 
and was commissioned a second lieutenant 
in the Air Service of the Regular Army 
Sept. 14. 1920. He had previously served 
as a private in the 61st Aero Squadron 
and as a lieutenant in the O.R.C., from 
Aug. 3, 1917, to Oct. 27, 1919. 


IBSON.—Brig. Ben. Horatio Gates 

Gibson, U.S.A., a distinguished vet- 
eran of the Mexican, Indian and Civil 
wars, the oldest graduate of the U.S.M. 
A.. and the oldest officer in the Army, died 
at his home in Washington, D.C., April 
17. 1924. in the 97th year of his age. He 
had long been a striking figure in Wasb- 
ington and had enjoyed remarkably good 
health up to just before his death. He 
had a most varied military record and had 
a wealth of reminiscences of old Army 
days. Gen. Gibson was born in Balti- 
more. Md., May 22. 1827. He entered the 
U.S.M.A. as a cadet July 1, 1843, and 
was graduated and promoted in the Army 
to brevet second lieutenant, 2d Artillery, 
July 1, 1847, and was promoted second 
lieutenant, 3d Artillery, the following 
September. He served in the War with 
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sewies, 1847-48, and was at Vera Craz, 
ebla and the City of Mexico. 

Among other duties he was in California 
and Oregon to September, 1852; A.D.C. 
to Gen. Riley, commanding 10th ‘Military 
Department, May to July, 1851, and par- 
ticipated in the expedition against (Co- 
quelle Indians in 1851, being engaged in 
the action against them in November, 
1851; in garrison at Fort Sullivan, Mo., 
and Jefferson Barracks, Mo., to 1853; in 
the Indian territory exploring and survey- 
ing to 1854; in California and Oregon 
and Washington territory to 1854; served 
in the Rogue river campaign in Oregon 
in 1855, when he was severely wounded 
in action at Hungry Hill, Ore., Oct. 31, 
1855; served in Spokane expedition and 
was engaged in the action at Four Lakes, 
Ore., Sept. 1, 1858: in the action of Spo- 
kane Plains, Sept. 5, 1858, and skirmish 
at Spokane river, Sept. 8, 1858; on the 
expedition to Carson Valley in 1860; was 
jn action against Indians at Truckee 
river, June 2, 1860. As a captain, 3d 
Artillery, Gen. Gibson served with his 
battery in the defenses of Washington, D. 
S., December, 1861, to March, 1862; in 
the Army of the Potomac to February, 
1863, being engaged in the siege of York- 
town ; battles of Williamsburg, Va.; South 
Mountain, Md.; Antietam, Md.; Shep- 
ardstown and Fredericksburg, Va., to Dec. 
13, 1862. He was chief of Artillery, Army 
of the Ohio, April, 1863, to January, 
1864; recruiting and orvanizing the 2d 
Ohio Heavy Artillery Volunteers, of which 
he was appointed colonel. He was in 
command of the regiment in the defenses 
of Louisville and Nashville railroad to 
February, 1864; District of Northern 
Central Kentucky to April, 1864; guard- 
ing railroads in Tennessee to October, 
1864; in the operations in East Tennes- 
see to December, 1864, and commanding 
brigade in 23d Corps, Janary to Angust. 
1865. He rejoined his regiment, the 3d 
Artillery of the Regular Army in Novem- 
ber, 1865, and served at Jefferson Bar- 
racks, Mo., in the New England states, 
in Florida, at Newport Barracks, Ky., in 
South Carolina and in New York harbor 
to July. 1877. He served in suppressing 
railroad disturbances in Maryland and 
Pennsylvania to August, 1877; was sub- 
sequently in New York harbor, Fort Me- 
Henry, Md., Plorida and at Washington 
Barracks, D.C., to May 22, 1891, the date 
of retirement for age. At the outbreak of 
the War with Spain he volunteered his 
services to the United States. He was 
advanced to the grade of brigadier general 
on the retired list in 1904 for Civil War 
service. 

Gen. Gibson received the following 
brevets: Major, for gallant and meritori- 
ous services at the battle of Williams- 
burg, Va.; lieutenant colonel, for gallant 
and meritorious services at the battle of 
Antietam, and brevet brigadier general of 
USS. Volunteers for gallant and meritori- 
ous services during the Rebellion. His 
sword was cut away from his side by a 
shell in the battle of Fredericksburg in 
the Civil War as he stood by the side of 
Gen. George D. Bayard. 

Gen. Gibson married, March 16, 1863, 
Harriet Leavenworth Atkinson, daughter 
of Maj. Benjamin Walker, U.S.A. They 
had four children— Mrs. George Weed 
Wallace of Washington, with whom Gen. 
Gibson made his home; ‘Mrs. Katherine 
Gibson White and Henry Kendrick Gib- 
son, also of Washington, and Dr. Horatio 
Gates Gibson, jr., of Central Islip, L.TI. 
Dr. Gibson’s son, Henry, was a captain 
in the Aviation Service in France in the 
World War. 

At the age of 94 Gen. Gibson was elect- 
ed president of the Aztec Club, originally 
organized in Mexico City, but which con- 
sists now of descendants of officers who 
saw service there, the general at the time 
of his death being the last surviving offi- 
cer of the War with Mexico. Gen. Gib- 
son was a member of the Army and Navy 
Club, the Society of California Pioneers, 
the Grand Army of the Potomac and the 
Military Order of Foreign Wars. 


GOLDMAN.—1Lt. Col. Henry J. Gold- 

man, U.S.A., retired, died at Fort 
Bragg, N.C., April 17, 1924. He was re- 
tired from active service Aug. 31, 1912, 
on his own application, after more than 
thirty-eight years’ service. Col. Gold- 
man was born in Germany, Sept. 28, 1855, 
and was a graduate of the U.S.M.A., class 
of 1877, being promoted in the Army sec- 
ond lieutenant in the 5th Cavalry. He 
remained with that organization until pro- 
moted major, 12th Cavalry, April 5, 1905. 
He became lieutenant colonel of Cavalry 
in March, 1911. In his early service he 
was on frontier duty and scouting, etc., in 
Wyoming, Colorado, Nebraska, Kansas 


and Indian territory. from 1877 to March, 
1891, and had a very active life. 


He su- 


perintended the removal of cattlemen and 
other intruders from the Cherokee strip, 
and was commended by Gen. Merritt for 
his work. He opened County “D” in 
March, 1892. He was a crack rifle shot, 
and was awarded a bronze medal for shoot- 
ing at Fort Wingate in 1894. He also 
made a march in Texas of 500 miles in 
1896. He received two honorable men- 
tions for excellence in lyceum lectures in 
Texas Militia camp in 1897. During the 
war with Spain Lt. Col. Goldman was in 
command of Troop E, 5th Cavalry and 
served in Porto Rico. While in command 
of the post of San German, P.R., he had 
the military supervision of 54,000 people 
in four towns. He served in the Philip- 
pines from July, 1902, to September, 1903 ; 
traveled in Japan in 1904 and inspected 
Japanese Cavalry drill and instruction, 
and marched over the Santa Fe trail from 
Fort (Logan, Colo., to Fort Apache, Ariz., 
in 1904, and was commended by Gen. 
Frank D. Baldwin for this duty, and also 
by Gen. W.-P. Duvall for excellence in 
squadron field instruction. He was ad- 
vanced to colonel on the retired list July 
9, 1918. He held the degree of LL.D., St. 
Bonaventure, 1919. 


M4c MILLAN.—Died, at Philadelphia, 

Pa., April 4, 1924. Mr. M. M. Mac- 
Millan, who was for many years in active 
business life. He was a 33d degree Ma- 
son. He leaves a wife, Ida T., and three 
children, Maj. William T., Adj. Gen. 
Dept.; Helen T., wife of Mr. W. \.N. Mul- 
lin, of Philadelphia, and 1st Lt. Julian 
M. MacMillan, 10th Inf. Interment was 
at the West Laurel Hill Cemetery. 


PATCH.—Capt. Alexander M. Patch, U. 

&.A.. retired, died at Lebanon, Pa., 
April 20, 1924. He was born in Penn- 
sylvania, Sept. 16. 1854, and was gradu- 
ated from the U.S.M.A. in the class of 
June, 1877. and was assigned to the Sth 
Cavalry. Shortly after graduation he 
was sent on frontier duty in Texas, where 
the Cheyenne Indians were on the war- 
path, and took part in engagements with 
them and in scouting expeditions. While 
he was on duty capturing outlaws, near 
the Cimarron river, Indian territory, in 
September, 1879, he was severely wound- 
ed and suffered the loss of a leg, which 
had to be amputated below the knee. He 
subsequently served on frontier duty at 
Forts Haves and Riley. Kas.. and at forts 
in New Mexico and Arizona to 1887, when 
he was granted sick leave. He was re- 
tired from active service March 9, 1891, 
for disability in the line of duty. 

Capt. Patch after his retirement entered 
the employ of the Cornell Railroad Com- 
pany and held the position of treasurer, 
general manager, vice president and presi- 
dent. He was president over twenty 
years on date of his death. Last summer 
the remaining leg of Capt. Patch was 
amputated below the knee. because of 
diabetic infection. His death was due to 
a complication of diseases. He is sur- 
vived by Majs. J. D. and A. M. Patch, jr.. 
Inf.. U.S.A., a daughter, Mrs. Philip Gor- 
don, wife of Maj. Philip Gordon, Cav.. U. 
S.A., and by Mr. William Moore Patch of 
New York and Philadelphia. 





OBERTS.—Died, at Ruxton, Md., 

April 15, 1924, Maj. William M. Rob- 
erts, U.S.A., retired, formerly of the Medi- 
eal Corps. He was born in Maryland, 
May 15, 1872, and entered the Regular

: Woodward, UJS.A.. retired, a dis- 
tinguished veteran of Civil, Indian and 
Spanish wars, died at his home, 5710 


Clemens avenue, St. Louis, Mo., April 17, 
1924. He received several brevets for gal- 
lantry in the field. He was born in New 
Jersey, Oct. 28, 1840. When the war of 
the Rebellion commenced he was living 
in Paducah, Ky.. where he was severely 
persecuted and his life threatened on ac- 
count of his sentiments of loyalty to the 
Government. This becoming unbearable 
he left his home and enlisted as a private 
in Troop G, 6th Illinois Cavalry, Feb. 1, 
1862, and rose to the rank of second lieu- 
tenant in that command. He was ap- 
pointed major and A.A.G. Feb. 11, 1865, 
and entered the Regular Army June 18, 
1867, as a second lieutenant in the 10th 
Cavalry. For his services in the field 
during the War of the Rebellion he re- 
ceived the brevet of captain for gallant 
and meritorious services during the raid 
through Mississippi in 18638. and the bre- 
vet of major for gallantry in the fight at 
Egypt Station. Miss., in 1864. Among 
many other duties Gen. Woodward served 
as a clerk in the offices of the A.A.G. of 
Gen. Sherman and after being commis- 
sioned he served in an Infantry brigade 
under Col. David Stuart in the corps of 


Gen. W. T. Sherman, took part in the 
operations in Mississippi under Gen. 
Grant, and in expeditions under Gens. 


William Sooy Smith, Sturges. S. J. Smith 
and Grierson, and in other expeditions. 
Following the Civil War. Gen. Woodward 
had a very extensive and hard service on 
the frontier against outlaws and hostile 
Indians from 1867-80. He was in the 
campaign of 1868-69 against the Kiowas, 
Comanches, Cheyennes and Arapahoes, 
and in other later expeditions in Kansas, 
Indian territory. Texas and New Mexico. 
The battles and skirmishes in which he 
took part include the following: Engage- 
ments at Bolivar and Middleburg. Tenn.. 
and Ripley. Miss., Dec. 24 and 25, 1862; 
actions at Clinton, Redwood Bridge, Pret- 
ty Creek, Plain Stone and investment and 
assault on and surrender of Port Hudson. 
La., May to July, 1862; engagements at 

fest Point. Okolona and Ivy Farm, 
Miss., in February. 1864; near Ripley, 
Miss.. June 7. 1864: battles of Guntown, 
June 16, 1864: Tupelo. Tuly 14, and Old- 
town Creek, July 15. 1864; engagements 
at Hurricane Creek. Miss., Aug. 13 and 19, 
1864, and Egypt Station, Miss., Dec. 2h, 
1864: took part in an engagement with 
hostile Kiowas at Fort Sill, I.T., April 
27. 1871. and personally pursued and cap- 
tured the Kiowa chief, “Big Tres,” in a 
running fight: took part in the engage- 
ments at Wichita Agency and McClellan 
Creek and the long and arduous marches 
and scouts incident to the campaign: in 
engagements with Indians at Shake Hand 
Spring and Mescalero Agency. N.M., 
March, April and May. 1880. He was 
an officer of the 10th Cavalry during the 
War with Spain and was later an officer 
of the 1st and 7th Cavalry. Gen Wood- 
ward was retired from active service July 
9. 1904, at his own request after more 
than forty years’ service.

The law requires the performance 
of the appropriate duties of his grade, as 
may be prescribed by the Secretary of War; 
the regulations under ‘Armory Instruction’ 
fix the duties to be performed, and the en- 
tire and complete performance of the duties 
so fixed is requisite to maximum pay. A 
subsequent regulation fixing a less amount 
of duty for maximum pay is not in conform- 
ity to law. Payments heretofore made, and 
to be made for the quarter ending March 31, 
1924, pursuant to the maximum service pre- 
scribed by par. 928, instead of the maximum 
prescribed by par. 445, will be passed, if 
otherwise correct, on the basis of monthly 
service. For the quarter commencing April 
1, 1924, the maximum service prescribed by 
regulations under sec. 109 of the National 
Defense act will be used as the basis of set- 
tlement, notwithstanding other provisions of 
the regulations purporting to authorize maxi- 
mum pay for less service.’ 

The Militia Bureau is preparing changes 
in National Guard Regulations to reconcile 
pars, 445 (i), (j) and (k) with pars. 928(b) 
and (c) and to fix at 4 per month the num- 
ber of assemblies for drill and instruction 
which officers mentioned in pars. 445(i), (j) 
and (k) must attend to entitle them to the 
maximum armory drill pay. Pending approval 
of these changes by the Secretary of War and 
the promulgation thereof, the basis of settle- 
ment prescribed in the final sentence of the 
above quoted decision will be in effect. The 
Militia Bureau is uncertain as to the inter- 
pretation that will be given to this sentence 
by the General Accounting Office. It appears 
probable that the General Accounting Office 
will allow payments of the maximum armory 
drill pay only to officers above the grade of 
captain, and officers below the grade of major 
not belonging to organizations, who attend a 
minimum of 5 assemblies each month. There- 
fore, it is recommended that until the 
chnages in regulations above referred to are 
promulgated, programs for drill and instruc- 
tion for these officers provide for 5 assemblies 
per month. 

III—Changed Designation of Sanitary Bat- 
talions and Sanitary Companies.—The Secre- 
tary of War has authorized a change in the 
designation of the units heretofore known as 
Sanitary Battalions and Sanitary Companies 
of a Medical Regiment. Effective April 1, 
1924, these units will employ the word ‘‘Col- 
lecting’’ instead of the word ‘‘Sanitary’’ in 
their designations. 

IV—Conditions Governing Organization of 
Battalion Headquarters and Headquarters De- 
tachments in National Guard Medical Regi- 
ments.—Under a general exception to the 
Tables of Organization approved by the Sec- 
retary of War the organization of Battalion 
Headquarters and Headquarters Detachments 
are authorized in National Guard medical regi- 
ments under the following conditions: 

a. The three companies composing the bat- 
talion must have secured Federal recognition. 
b. These three companies must al] be organ- 
ized within a single state and located either 
at a single station or so close together that 
the battalion commander can exercise actual 
supervision over their administration and 
training. The table covering the organiza- 
tion of the Service Company for a Medical 
Regiment issued by the Militia Bureau on 
April 1, 1924, also covers the composition 
of the Battalion Headquarters and Headquar- 
ters Detachments referred to.

—On March 19, 1924, Ist Lt. W. R. Sweely, 

A.S., flying on an authorized cross-country 

flight in the mountains close to Peel, Ore., 

was forced to land on account of a broken 
oil lead. The country immediately under him 
within the radius which he was able to reach 
from his altitude of 7,000 feet was very 
rough and covered with thick forest. Lt. 
Sweely, realizing that the chance of making 


a safe landing was exceedingly slight, in- 
tended to jump in his. parachute. His ob- 
server, however being untrained in the use 


of the parachute refused to jump. Lt. Sweely 
tried to force his observer to jump but was 
unable to do so in the limited time available. 
He then decided to stay with his ship, taking 
the chance of almost certain serious injury 
rather than abandoning his plane and leaving 
his passenger to certain death, 

Lt. Sweely carried out the best traditions 
of the Service in risking his life in order to 
protect his observer. This action on his part 
is worthy of high commendation and should 
be an inspiration to the personnel of this 
command.

Partial Payments to Officers Leaving P.D. 

1. At the instance of these headquarters, 
authority has been obtained from the War 
Department to make partial payments in spe- 
cial cases to officers leaving this Department. 

2. Commanding officers of posts and sta- 
tions are authorized to approve partial pay- 
ments, not extending beyond the date of de- 
parture from this Department of the officer,

THE CONGRESS 


LANDS FOR NAVAL PURPOSES. 


The House Committee on Naval Affairs on 
April 18 reported without amendment the bill 
(H.R. 8732) to provide for the disposition of 
lands no longer needed, and the acquisition of 
other lands required for naval purposes. 
bill was drawn as a result of the recommenda- 
tions of the Rodman Board. Land to be ac- 
quired under the bill includes: South Brooklyn 
Naval Supply Depot, Puget Sound Rifle Range, 
Norfolk Turning Basin; acceptance of gift of 
land at Sand Point, Wash.; land for water sup- 
ply at Pensacola. The bill also establishes 
boundary lines at Governors Island in Boston 
Harbor, and authorizes waterfront development 
at Naval Base, San Diego. 


NOTES. 


A bill (H.R. 5669) which would make 
twenty civilian employees of the Quartermaster 
Corps eligible for appointment to Army field 
clerk has been disapproved by the Secretary 
of War in a report to the House Committee on 
Military Affairs. The effect of the bill, the Sec- 
retary’s report went on to say, would be to 
give an increase of $699 to the civilian clerks 
affected at a cost of $17,475 per annum. The 
fact that ten of the clerks were officers during 
the war and therefore not eligible before the 
reduction in the number of field clerks, the 
Secretary thinks is not sufficient reason for 
approving the bill. The Secretary is rather in- 
clined to approve the provision of the National 
Defense act which discontinued the appointment 
of field clerks. 

The Secretary of War also disapproved the 
bill (S. 2602) providing for the turning over 
to the Agricultural Department of tractors and 
motor trucks now in storage. He points out 
that the War Department has 1,756 tractors in 
use and 1,507 in storage. It has 13,395 motor 
trucks, of which 8,427 are in use. If these 
tractors and motor trucks are turned over to 
the Agricultural Department, in a few years, 
the War Department would be appealing to 
Congress for appropriations for this class of 
transportation Naturally he objects to turn- 
ing over to the Agricultural Department these 
tractors and motor trucks which have been 
charged to the War Department and prepared- 


ness. 





LEGAL DEPARTMENT 


SOME OPINIONS 


I’ response to questions submitted to the 

Legal Department by members of the 
Services, Ansell and Bailey, counsel, gave 
their opinions as follows: 

(1) A retired officer who is an officer 
or employee of a corporation which is en- 
gaged in executing a contract for the con- 
struction of a lock and dam in river im- 
provement, is not within the inhibition 
upon retired officers and contanied in the 
act of March 2, 1923, since that act has 
reference to contracts of sale of merchan- 
dise and material, munitions, lands, build- 
igs, plants and vessels; nor does a co- 
tract for such improvement appear to sub- 
ject such officer to any inhibition or pen- 
alty under any other statute. 

(2) Upon the question as to the juris- 
distion of the head of a department or other 
government authority to reopen and revise 
a settlement made by his predecessor, the 
rule laid down by the Supreme Court is 
as follows: 





“This right in an incumbent of re- 
viewing a predecessor’s decisions ex- 
tends to mistakes in matters of fact 
arising from errors in calculation and 
to cases of rejected claims in which 
material testimony is afterward dis- 
covered and produced. But if a credit 
has been given, or an allowance made, 
as these were, by the head of a de- 
partment. and it is alleged to be an 
illegal allowance, the judicial tribu- 
nals of the country must be resorted 
to, to construe the law under which 
the allowance was made. and to settle 
the rights between the United States 
and the party to whom the credit 
was given.” (U.S. v. Bank of Metro- 
polis, 15 Peters 501). 


The rule on principle is equally appli- 
cable to the Comptroller General. 

(3) However gross and prejudicial the 
errors or irregularities committed by a na- 
val court-martial, when the findings and 
sentences have been approved and the 
sentence executed by a dishonorable dis- 
charge from the Service, it may be broad- 
ly stated that there is no authority in 
the Government to grant relief except by 
means of an act of Congress, which can 
seldom be obtained. 


(4) Pay and emoluments are incidents 
of office established by statute which the 
officer may not agree to waive or surren- 
der; accordingly, a retired officer with a 
salary amounting to $2,500 may not, by 
attempting to agree to relinquish such 
salary. avoid the statutory inhibition upon 
holding another office with salary.

Reports from various parts of the country 
and the personal opinions of leading business 
men carry an optimistic note. Wall Street 
is almost alone in feeling pessimistic over the 
business outlook. The Federal Reserve dis- 
trict bank in Cleveland says: ‘‘So far we 
can see no sufficient reason to revise the 
statement we have frequently made in the 
past, namely, that the business structure con- 
tinues sound.’’ The bank at Dallas reports 
conservatism to be the keynote in that dis- 
trict, but this policy is regarded as a favor- 
able sign for the future. 

Judge Gary, chairman of the U.S. Steel 
Corporation, in an address to the stockholders 
at their recent annual meeting, said that 
while the steel business was somewhat slower 
at this time it represented simply a reaction 
to normal from an unusually high rate of 
production, Continuing, Judge Gary intimated 
that Steel common would continue to pay the 
equivalent of 7 per cent. in dividends. In- 
cidentally, Judge Gary branded Congress as 
‘‘the worst thing confronting the country’’ 
at the present time. He said: *‘No one can 
object to investigations decently and honestly 
conducted, but many of the investigations now 
in progress are unwarranted and unjustified. 
Some of the probes have been carried to un- 
reasonable limits, simply to injure personal 
reputations. A phrase used several years ago, 
‘investigate the investigators,’ might well be 
revised and reapplied to-day.’ 


Optimism Prevails. 


Other leaders are even more optimistic. 
President Kenly of the Atlantic Coast Line 
Railroad stated that last year was one of the 
best the road ever had and the results for 
the first two months of 1924 would indicate 
that this year will be equally good. He 
stated that business in the South during the 
first three months of 1924 had been as good 
as, if not better than, last year, which was 
one of the most prosperous ever experienced. 


Chairman Wilkinson of the Crucible Steel 
Company looks for prosperity during the re- 
mainder of the year. He stated that the 


plants of the company at Syracuse are oper 
ating at 90 per cent. of capacity and unfilled 
orders are larger than a year ago. President 
B. G@. Work of the B. F. Goodrich Company 
states that the turn of the year brought a 
substantial improvement to the rubber tire 
industry, and judging by the results of the 
first three months the management looks for- 
ward with confidence. 

A rather favorable turn of events is found 
in a slight advance last week in average 
prices for commodities, according to the ‘cal- 
culation made by Prof. Irving Fisher. Prices 
have been working downward for a number 
of months, According to the Dun index, April 
1 prices were the lowest since last August, 
and by the Bradstreet- index were the lowest 
since October. A rally subsequent to April 
1 would appear to indicate increased con- 
sumption. 

The labor situation generally is_ stable. 
There is some irregularity in employment, 
but the average number of workers and aver- 
age wages show no decline. Activity in the 
building industry has offset dullness in the 
textile industry. Railroads in the West, num- 
bering forty-four, have agreed to raise the 
wages of train service employees, the number 
affected being about 80,000. The increases 
average about 5 per cent. and are in line 
with those granted a few weeks ago by the 
Eastern railroads. The banking situation con- 
tinues highly satisfactory, with all the credit 
available that is necessary for legitimate busi- 
ness needs. The Federal Reserve System in 
its last report showed an increase in the 
amount of bills discounted, which would in- 
dicate an increase in business activities. 
Money rates are easy, with time loans being 
made freely around 4% per cent. 

Railroad operations in February, the last 
month reported, resulted in a net income 
equivalent to 6.28 per cent. on tentative prop- 
erty valuation. This is the largest February 
earnings since the present system of records 
has been kept, and with two exceptions is 
the largest in the history of the railroads. 
February last year the return was 3.76 per 
cent., and in January of this year 4.38 per 
cent. Car loadings during March and April 
continued heavy, although during the last two 
weeks failed to establish new high records. 
However, operating expenses are lower than 
a@ year ago owing to the large amount ex- 
pended during 1923 for maintenance of equip- 
ment, and even should gross be smaller in 
March and April, net very possibly may in- 
crease. 

One of the most encouraging developments 
of the times is the report of the Dawes Com- 
mittee and the possibility that the reparations 
tangle will soon be straightened out and Eu- 
rope return to normal business conditions. 
The report has been accepted by the Repara- 
tions Commission and by -all countries con- 
cerned as the basis for negotiations. Senti- 
ment in Germany is favorable towards the 
plan which provides for the establishment of 
a gold bank of issue and substitution of a 
new currency for the present mark, which 
will be redeemable in gold.
